history  of  Jtablirattona 


HE  history  of  publications  in  Andover  is  truly  interesting,  since  in 
it  we  can  see  the  gradual  development  of  interest  in  literary 
matters  throughout  the  school  :  we  can  see  how  the  papers  were 
first  published  by  a  small  and  select  body,  how  later  they  passed 
into  the  hands  of  the  school,  or  rather  of  those  whom  the  retiring  boards 
saw  fit  to  elect,  and  finally  of  the  school  at  large,  everyone  having  a  chance 
to  compete,  with  the  principle  of  the  "  survival  of  the  fittest ". 

There  are  at  present  four  publications  in  the  school,  all  widely  differing, 
but  all  the  outgrowth,  three  directly  and  one  indirectly,  of  a  small  manu- 
script. This  manuscript  was  at  first  little  more  than  the  minutes  of  the 
Philomathean  Society,  with  a  few  deep  articles  thrown  in  to  give  the  proper 
tone.  In  1854,  Philo  published  a  printed  quarterly,  entitled  the  Philo 
Mirror,  with  contents  of  about  the  same  order. 

Thirteen  years  after  the  first  appearance  of  the  Philo  Mirror  in  print,  a 
new  department  called  the  Phillips  Pot-Pourrt  was  added.  New  interest 
was  taken  in  the  Mirror,  but,  as  time  went  on,  so  much  space  was  needed 
for  the  Pot-Pourri  and  senior  matter  that  the  more  literary  articles  were 
crowded  out,  and,  in  1892,  Philo  gave  up  the  task  of  publishing  the  literary 
part,  delegating  it  to  a  board  selected  from  the  entire  school,  while  guaran- 
teeing on  her  part  to  publish  an  annual.  Therefore,  the  next  year,  she 
published  7he  Masque,  one  of  the  best  annuals  ever  produced  in  Andover 
and  the  last  publication  put  out  by  the  debating  society.  Although  a  literary 
success  it  did  not  prosper  financially,  and  next  year  gave  place  to  the  Phillips 
Pot-Pour  ri,  published  by  a  board  elected  from  the  school. 

During  this  period  of  the  transformation  of  the  old  Philo  Mirror,  the 
Phillipian  first  made  its  appearance  in  1878.  It  was  devoted  to  news  of  the 
happenings  in  school  and  comment  on  them,  the  editorials  by  the  editor-in- 
chief,  E.  S.  Beach,  being  most  in  evidence.    It  was  first  a  fortnightly,  but,  as 
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its  popularity  increased,  it  was  made  a  weekly  and  finally  a  bi-weekly,  as  it 
now  remains.  There  have  been  occasional  waves  of  prosperity  when  there 
were  eight  and  six  pages,  but  for  the  most  part  it  has  retained  its  original 
and  present  form  of  four.  Although  one  of  the  latest  of  our  publications,  it 
enjoys  the  distinction  of  being  the  most  popular  and  perhaps  the  most 
widely  read. 

Through  all  these  changes,  the  Mirror  has  proceeded  in  the  even  tenor 
of  its  way,  doing  its  part  in  a  quiet,  unobtrusive  fashion. 

The  last  of  the  school  publications  is  the  Senior  Class  Book,  an  out- 
growth of  one  of  the  departments  in  the  Pot-Pourri.  It  was  first  published 
in  1897  and  immediately  sprang  into  well-deserved  popularity.  It  is  devoted 
entirely  to  accounts  of  the  graduating  class. 

Thus,  in  reviewing  the  vicissitudes,  the  successes  and  the  failures,  of 
the  various  school  publications,  we  can  see  how  from  one  small  manuscript 
there  have  grown  four  separate  papers,  as  the  school  has  come  to  recognize 
the  fact  that  ability  in  a  literary  line  is  a  thing  to  be  proud  of  and  that  a 
fellow  can  show  his  school  spirit  in  other  ways  than  by  using  his  muscle.

THE  Hockey  Team  opened  the  season  at  New  York  in  a  tie  game  with 
the  Cutler  School,  the  score  being  3-3.     This  was  followed  by  a 
victory  over  English  High  by  a  score  of  10-1. 
The  Basketball  Team  defeated  Hingham,  30-7,  in  its  first  game.  Soon 
afterward  a  game  with  the  Harvard  Freshmen  resulted  in  an  overwhelming 
victory.    On  the  whole,  both  the  Hockey  and  Basketball  Teams  were  very 
successful  this  year. 

An  Alumni  Smoker  was  held  in  New  York  City  on  the  evening  of 
January  twentieth.    The  occasion  was  a  marked  success  in  every  way. 

The  main  Academy  Building  was  pronounced  unsafe  early  in  the  term, 
and  several  of  the  classes  reciting  there  were  obliged  to  meet  in  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary,  where  they  at  once  felt  the  benefit  of  the  atmosphere. 

The  Relay  Team  defeated  that  of  Exeter  for  the  fourth  consecutive 
time  in  the  B.  A.  A.  Meet  held  in  Mechanics  Hall,  Boston.  The  teams 
were  more  evenly  matched  than  usual  and  an  exceptionally  good  race  was 
the  result. 

The  annual  complimentary  concert  of  the  Musical  Clubs  was  held  in 
Lowell  and  proved  to  be  a  very  enjoyable  affair,  as  did  also  the  concert  at 
the  Delafield  and  Colvin  School  in  Boston.  The  Clubs  brought  their  season 
to  a  brilliant  close  with  the  annual  concert  at  the  Town  Hall. 

The  long-talked-of  Archaeology  Building  was  at  last  formally  opened  on 
March  28.  During  the  reception,  which  followed  the  addresses,  the  Mandolin 
and  Banjo  Clubs  rendered  several  selections.

As  usual,  the  members  of  the  Mandolin  Club  were  so  overcome  by 
the  orations  that  preceded  them  that  they  were  unable  to  do  themselves  full 

justice. 

The  Spring  Meet  was  run  off  successfully.  Although  there  was  some 
wind  the  running  events  were  very  satisfactory. 

The  one  hundredth  and  twenty-fifth  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the 
school  will  be  celebrated  on  June  seventeenth.  Commencement  comes  on 
the  eighteenth  of  June  this  year,  and  then,  after  a  short  week's  respite,  the 
inevitable  college  examinations.  After  that  the  Seniors  take  their  leave  for 
broader  fields  of  learning.
